not onlv hammered on the broad surface, 
but at the sides and at the top and bolton:. 
The plates, alter having been roirtlily formed 
into shape, are completely i)K.ned and 
••■quared. I'laniiig maehine.s of enormous 
size hug these plates in their resistless 
artns, ond bear them slowly and silently 
uiider-the sharp cutting edges of the IdoIs, 
anil thin shavings of Uio metal, wliiidi, as 
lliey are cut, coil up in long biii;hl ringlets 
of iron, attest the tremendous jrower of these 
nohseless and all but omnipotent machines. 
When the edge.* and surfaces are maile ]ier- 
fectlv sii.ooth, like ihe tiiiest work of the 
cabinet maker, the plates are placed on an 
end, gri[)])ed tirmly by a mortising machine, 
and, as they travel slowly backward and 
forward in the framework against a small 
tongue of steel, a groove of about one inch 
in width and depth is formed, into which the 
corresponding projections formed on the .side 
of another plate will til with the most per- 
fect aecurav;y, iho plates all being made to 
liovetuil on each of the lour sides. 

Society in Charlestou. 

Society in Charleston, S. C, us in other 
parts of the world, is composed partly of the 
acme ttela'creme — of the high-tory Faubourg 
,St. tiermain, including those descendants of 
the earliest lUitish and llugueuet settlers 
wbo have attained to wealth and iiillueiiee. 
The old gentleuieii cjf thai clas.s are the ven- 
erable Knickerbockers uf Charleston, but 
just now they are elcetrilied by the unusual 
spirit of patriotic eniliusiusin.f {These fami- 
lies supply society with the most stately and 
fascinating belles, nnd the most valiant and 
dashing beau.x ; they are distinguished from 
the social clique lienealh iheiii by a great 
simplieiiy and urbanity of maiiiier, derived 
from their greater confidence in their po- 
..sitiuii. The old geiilluriien ]danlers arc 
]iarliciilarly modest and unassuming, and 
yet shrewd withal, resembling in lliat re- 
spect the liarings of hcuidun, and great 
capitalists geiier. lly, who endeavcu' by their 
kindness uf deportiiUMit to alone, as it were, 
for the crushing' mngnitude of thoir wealth. 
This be.st cliws of snuiety combines wiiii 
some of tbtj .■ibarp and shrewd elements of 
the present ('ivili/.aliim, Miaiiy of ilie m; re 
beautiful fealures of the earlier years id' 
South Carolina life ; and beneath all the 
ciinllictiiig feelings of the hour and the ter- 
rorism uf self-preservation runs u iino thread 
of depo"rbm6nli^^lving;oinho?'wht>16;''llie!ini- 
ptession that this class of society constitutes 
the real gentry of the country, jiossessing 
ei m]iaratively little inteli':ctuiil taste, hut 
iiiueli 111' the best innate ri'linenient. 

iN'e.M la this best class uf society come the 
usual ciiciues of all sorts of people whose 
wealth and refiiienieiit permit ttiem to min- 
gle with their social superiors. .Military 
men marrying generally from incdination, 
llieir wives are trequently taken -from the 
nil wealth.y cla-ses, and in many instances 
present, in their luu^rirt.'l^lilii^rfy},'-;;'',-.''', 'J'^.'i'^' 
plantatioiifc ; yet both iissuciatH heio Ireely 
and pleasantly. Among educated people 
here there is generosity and an absence ol 
narrowness in social relations which con- 
trasts favorabl;^ with the North. Even above 
the rip{ieJf.jpl8tntfer|i5tBnd^ gifted,; states^ 
inaiij and tlie'slcilful officer and man of 
sciiMioe and. literatiire and artists are 
greativ honored. 'I'lie circles of the old his- 
.torical tamilies includes many of the present 
members of the Legislature and the govern- 
ment, ,aiid now pretenis a combination of 
p jlitical nnil social interest equaled only by 
Washington iii'ils palmy days. — N. Y. Trt-

Lorcl Brougham on Americsin Slavery. 

The Abuliiionisls of Boston, it seems, in- 
vited Lord Brougham to be present at their 
Conveniion, luld in Deceinber last.' Lord 
Uriiuyham answered' the invitation as fol- 
lows : 

BitouoiiAM, Nov. 20, ISGO. 
: — I feel honored by the invitation to 
attend the Boston Convention, and to give 
my opinion upon the question^ " How can 
American slavery bo abolishe'd)" 1 con- 
sider ilie apiilicaiion is made to me as con- 
ceiving me to reiH-e.^^eiil t'ne anti-slavery 
body i.-^i ibis country ; and I believe that I 
speak their sentiments, as wi.dl as my own, 
in expressing the widest difference of opinion 
u-i(Il you upon the incnls oj thosewko promotcil 
tlie llaipci 's Fcrnj ctp edition, and upon the 
fate uflkuif who svjfcrcdfor their conduct inil. 
No one will doubt my earnest desire to see 
.slavery e.vlinguished ; but that desire can 
only bogratilied by lawful means— a strict 
regard lo'.the righis of property, crwhiit the 
law declares to be propeitij, anil a constant 
repugnance to tht: shediliiig of blood. No 
man can tie considered a martyr unless he 
not only sutlers; but is witness to the truth ; 
and lie does nut bear this testimony wiio 
.leeks a lawful object by illegal iiuans. 
Any other course taken for the abolition ol 
slavery can only delay the consummation 
wo sii"iie\ outly wish, besidi;s exposing the 
com nullity lo the hazard of an insurrection, 
perhaps less hurtful to ine master than the 
slave AVIienllie Urilish emancipation was 
finally carried it was accornidisheil by steps, 
and live years elapsed between the com- 
ineiieeineiil uf llie measure ill 18:13, and lis 
completion in l.SDS, 

riie deehiratioii of the law which pro- 
nouiiued a slave free as soon be touched 
Ih-itish ground (erroneously ascribed lo the 
Knglisli Courts under Lord Munslield, hut 
really made by the judges in Sctitlund) may 
seem to be inconsistent with the princi|)le 
lu.w laid down, lint I am bound to e.-cpress 
my doubl if such a deeision wuuld have 
been given had Jamaica touched ujion the 
coiists of this country. U is certain that the 
judges did not intend to declare llml all 
propurty in slaves shuuhl instantly coaso ; 
and vet such wuuld have been the inevitalilo 
ellectol their judgment in the case suppo.sed, 
which siiiiiewhat resembles that of America. 

In the elevation of your new President, 
all friends of America, of its continued 
union, of the tinal ostliictiou of slavory by 
peaceful moans, und of the utter immediate 
oxlinetion of the e.vecrable slave trade — all 
il"riends of the laiman race must heartily rc- 
ucc. They will) let us hope, find in Jiira u 
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powerful ally, as hi.scnuntiy may o.\pect to!

An ENGLisit Laborer's Life.— A coro- 
ner's inquest has jnsi revealeil a dreadful 
case of semi -starvation at tireat Massing- 
liam, Norfolk. The deceased was wife of 
.lohn Langley, an agrieiillura! I.iborer, living 
id trie parish ; and ihe jury, in returniiiy 
a verdict that ,-he died from the effeota of a 
blow, caused by, a fall,;V'hi6h prbdnceti pro- 
fuse extravasation of blood upon the binin, 
expressed an opinion '•that .she as well as her 
husband and family, iiavu been for some 
time past in a stale borileriiig upon .starva- 
tion, and that weakness, induced by ihe 
want ot the common nccessariis of life, 
caused her to fall, whereby she reeeiveil 
the wound that caused h«r death." The 
evidence adduced supported this observa- 
tion of the Jury. iSopiiia (iedge, a neighbor, 
slated that the pour woman had often com- 
plained to her tliat she had nut enough to 
eat : and the husband, who appeared to 
have suffered from want of nourisliimnii 
himself, also deposed: — " She had nntsnlli- 
cieiit food lor llie last two nionlhs. Mv 
wages are IDs. per week, and mv eldest bov 
earns 2s. per week ; tint deiinctions are 
made for wet days. Ono week I had only 
9s. 7d., my master having deducted 
My retitjip. £14 iSs.jyer ,yenr,vl haye not 
been able to buy a piece of meat for the last 
four monllis : in fad, I have not hre?.d 
enough lor myself, my wife, and my si.x 
children. 1 have often yone lo work with- 
out any foorl, as j: did; not liktt to take it 
from the poor childi-'en,' In coiisequo'ice of 
my not tiaving money to buy snflicient 
bread, I have iocnrred a debt ot lUs. for 
bread and Hour." — London Di^patcli. \

The Best Route to Cariboo. 

The routes via Fra.ser River to Lytloii or 
Dougla.'?, and thence overliuul to CiUiboOjare 
acknowleclged hy all to po.ssess va.sl advim- 
lages over that through Oregon fid llie Cul- 
nmbia River. The Portland people don't 
seem willing to acknowledge this superior- 
ity, for on the arrival of the Pacific at that 
place last week with nearly 100 persons 
bound to Caribou — wiio had intended pro- 
ceeding to tiie mines by way of Victoria 
and Fraset River — the passengers wore ap- 
proached by the Portlamlti'.'?, who, by (tint of 
energetic "t)U/.ziii;i," in<luoe(l iliein to chaiiue 
their ininds and remiiiii at that place till ilii? 
trail.s became passabli). Had tliesti pasjen^uis 
cnmo ihnnigh to Victoria on the Santa Cruz, 
they mi;;lit lo-ilay have been a.sccnJin:^ 
Frastir lliver on one of the . Steamers, and 
making good lime to the El Dorado of their 
hojies instead of remaining.at Portland for 
an indefinite period, aiid 'in the end taking 
a longer and less economical trail. 

We have no objection to our Oiegon 
neighborR using all honorable means to in- 
duce immigrants to pass through their Slate ; 
but when they resort to unfair moan.s, tlicy 
will not tinly in the end injure iliein.stdvc.^, 
but also seriously iiiounv'inieiiceiif not ruiii, 
those whom they deceive. Ic \s well known 
that as far as the fi'cilities for reachin^' Cari- 
boo, at any season of the year, are con- 
cerned, we are far ahead ol' Portland. The 
trip from Portland to N'icloria i.s i;t>iicrally 
made in from thirty--:!': lo foily limu.-i, al a 
trilling addition to ihe cost of bcwig landed 
at Iho former town. From here to New 
Westminster the fare on Ihe steamer vurys 
from three to si.v dollars ; from New West- 
minster to Yale — the highest navigable point 
for Bteamiioats on Fraser River — the fare is 
but S2; and from thenoe the immigrant 
takes his way over the nt>w trail along the 
rivet bank — passing some of the richest 
bars evei stracifin'- Britisli Columbia — 
to Lytlon City. Or, if he prefers the 
t^arrison-Lillooel runic, hi^ .steps aboard 
the pteamer at .\c\v Weslrnitistcr — is 
carrioti lo Fori l.)ou;^la,s tor ; tiiiy.s 
a lhrou;j;li ticket 0[i the lake .steamers, 
and is carried to Cayoo.sli iov the merely 
nominal sum ol S3. Al either Cayo.ish or 
Lytlon, he can be furnished wiiii (;vi'ry ihi n;; 
needful for the mines at exceuilinyly low 
prices, and contract with a packer at the 
present cheap rates of freight to carry him 
and his suppdes to the. very.door, as it were, 
ot the Cariboo mihes. Few who have 
ever traveled, the two routes but prefer our 
own ; and even one of the most enterpris- 
ing packers Oregon can botist st onme up 
on the Santa Cruz on Friday, in preference 
to going by the Dalles. Il is all veiy well 
for the Poitlanders lo take advantage of the 
steamers putting in at their port to "buz/."' 
the miners and induce them lo go by tin? 
Dalles; but hit them reinoniber the iiii-:eia- 
blo fate ol \VlirJcom — tiie town that oiici! ' 
used the same means to itichict? men w\\n ^ 
were so unturtuiiate as to .set ftot on its i 
s'.reels lo -■ wait till ill." trail opened.'' \Vc 
all know that they waileil ami \vaileil lo no 
purpose, and llial when the trail was dpeiieJ 
it proved worse than useless. 'Whatcom 
now contains a few rickelly buildings and a 
mere handful of inbabitantsi It stands a 
moAument of wnrhtng to all other towns 
that may feel disposeil to follow the same 
deceptive policy. Qf course -we do not 
imagine that Portland will ever get so low 
down as Whatcom— we hope not; but ue 
pl^t the question fairly and squarely to these 
of'its inhabitants who are endeavoring to 
build it up by the means we have alluded 
to, if ihey think there is any Iriitli in il>i> old 
adage, " a burnt child dreads the fire Z ' and 
whether, if a Cariboo miner has b<!en oiumi 
burnt hy paa.slng ove."
